NE of the saddest diseases with which we have 
to deal is "locomotor ataxia" or tabes dorsalis. 
The damaging effects have so far" progressed 


before the disease is recognized that it is too late com- 
pletely to ward off its dangers and complications.

much in the future and that the hopelessness of this 
condition will be less pronounced as time passes. Much 
indeed has been done in the last decade to cope with 
this disease. Some of the most serious symptoms are 
occasionally arrested and some of the inevitable com- 
! plications of olden times are checked.

"In the beginning all public utility companies were 
y local enterprises; visionary ones most people 
thought. It was a time, remember, although so few 
years ago, when kerosene was the source of light ( ex- 
cept In the larger cities where a few had gas lights);, 
when wood and coal were the domestic and industrial 
fuels; when the horse and buggy was the local transpor- 
tation, and messenger boys were the telephone system. 


Pioneers in the industry even had struggles that left 


marks upon all subsequent history of their enterprises. 
The public had to be educated to use public utility service, 
but before there was any service to be used investors 
had to be educated to furnish the money with which to 
build the plants and service facilities and that wa« often 
a harder taelc than educating the public. 


There was then no thought of 
"regulation."

these services proved their merit the first idea of every 
community was to get them at any price, but there were 
no volunteers to put up the necessary capital. The only 
way the companies could be financed was by issuing ee"- 
curlties and selling them wherever money could be got." 


The only way in which funds can be secured bv the 


public utility companies at the present time is from the 
investing public. 
Unless a company can show the pos- 


sible investor that his investment is safe and returns am 
Bure he will not Invest. Without the investor the prop- 
ertten of public utility companies cannot expand and in 
the same measure M their development is hampered, the 
development of the communities which they arc attemnt.

WASHINGTON. — "Dry laws 


have .not .stopped the drinkers of 
sparkling French champagne. 


Boat loads of that rare old lux- 


ury are now being used by Ameri- 
cans. This fact is shown by French 
government figures disclosing large 
Increases in 
shipments 
of cham- 


pagne to the United-States. 


French 
champagne exports to 


America buyers last year, the first 
twelve months of national prohibi- 
tion, amounted to $384,000. 


In the preceding year, before the 


Volstead law 
went 
into 
effect, 


France exported only $1,158 worth 
of champagne to the United Statea. 


American-Consul General Thaek- 


ara, at Paris, called attention to the 
heavier outflow of French wine to 
America in his latest official report 
to the Commerce Department. He 
said the movement of champagne 
this year is equally large. 


Government experts said the fig- 


ures disclosed that Americans, there 
fore, 
consumed, nearly 
400,000 


quarts of French champagne after 
the dry lid went on a little more 
than a year ago. 


French champagne . and

rare wines from abroad are now 
coming 'into American ports under 
special permits issued to importers 
authorized by the 
government to 


handle such liquors for "medicinal" 
or other uses enumerated under the 
dry amendment.

without the flitting of the birds of 
diftereut sizes, and may colors. We 
ha\e them in various shades of 
Sreen, blue, grey, black, yellow, 
orange and red. And many of them 
have a combination of many col- 
ors, 
but the colors are so daintily 


blended, that they are ever pleas- 
ing to the eye of the most severe 
critic. 


Many species of birds are in the 


gravest danger of extinction. Since 
IS-.U eleven speciees of our Amer— 
can birds 
have 
become 
exinct. 


There were no laws governing the 
slaughter of birds; and men and 
bojs shot them 
indiscriminately, 


just for the love of the sport. Na- 
ture would take care of them, if it 
were not for civilized man. He not 
only destroys them, but he has 
cut away all of the large forests. 
in this section of the country, and 
drained the great swamps, where 
so many birds found a home and 
plenty of food. 


Tbe last Passenger Pigeon, so 


far as known, died in the Zoo at 
Cincinnati, a few years ago. They 
used to be the most numerous or 
any American bird; now they are 
extinct. 
But it is not te be won- 


dered at, when we learn from sta- 
tistics, that in 1869, three 
car 


loads of these fine birds were ship- 


I ped. daily, for 
forty 
consecutive 


days, trom Hartford. Mich. 
And 


from another town near there 15,- 
840.000 of these birds were slaugh- 
tered in two years. 


There nre many birds that today- 


are not protected by Federal laws. 
We must have more laws, aud bet- 
ter ones, to protect them. 
In .r- 


der to get these laws we must have 
organization* to see that something 
Is done. 
Our law makers can any. 


that so long as the people do not 
cure, there is no reason why they 
should bother to help get some 
such law. But let each representa- 
tive get a letter from a number of 
bird clubs, asking to have 
him 


help to get some bill passed, and 
ne will be apt to pay some atten- 
tion to it.

Home Gardeners 


Arrangement of the Garden 


Tne 
arrangement of the garden 


should be carefully worked out to 
suit the conditions of each partic- 
ular garden. 
In the winter, when 


there Is usually 
plenty of 
Urn* 


available, it is a good plan to sit 
uown with paper, pencil and rule 
and draw up a plan of the garden 
Mark on this plan the location for 
each vegetable and the area cov- 
ered, the successions, date of plant- 
.ng, etc. tiy maiting a plan and 
loiiowmg it througauut tae season 
the 
greatest 
success w.a be na.u 


with tae garden. 


While each garden must be plan- 


nea to suit the conditions, there are 
a lew general rules wnch apply to 
a.11 garuens. 
The rows should run 


uorth and south, to give tne 
best 


distribution, ot sunligut on all sides 
of the plants, but wnere it is mort 
convenient, 
and 
where washing 


must be prevented, the rows cau 
mn in other directions. 
All per- 


manent 
vegetables, such as rnu- 


oarb, asparagus and herbs, should 
bt planted at one side of the gar- 
den, where they will not be disturb- 
ed every year.

According to a speech made 
by Cha»ncey M. Depew, it originat- 
ed when southern women and chil- 
dren after the war strewed flowers 
•vwr graves of soldiers, both con- 
federate and union. In 1868. Gen. 
John A. Logan, coinmander-ln-chief 
of the G. A. R., Issued an order that 
on May SO. of that year every post, 
east and west, should scatter tokens 
of respect over 
resting places of 
their comrades In arms. Later the 
legislatures took up the matter. 
May 80 was probably chosen be-

steadily declining, in itself a suffi- 
cient explanation for the advance 
in price. When to this is adde dthe 
wel lauthenticated information that 
the Seep Purchasing Ager.cy, which 
supplies the Standard Oil Company 
and subsidaries with its crude, and 
whifh quotes prices for oil gener- 
ally understood to be first approved 
by the Standard, in boosting the 
price to ?3.25 has done little more 
than top the price many independ- 
entrefiaers already had been pay- 
ing, it is not difficult to foresee, a 
third rise in the very near futuxe. 
The first rise was quickly followed 
by a second to $3 50 in each in- 
stance the advance being 25 cents 
per barrel. 


Another factor that is expected 


to further force prices upward is 
that the present Increase in prices 
has not stimulated selling of crude 
materially as is only natural.

A DISCUSSION OP TRUCK BILL NO. 34 


We believe that it is generally conceded that f ew 


more important bills were'passed by the legislature this 
year than the bill protecting the highways from destruc- 
tion by the heavily laden trucks, and particularly these 
heavy loads during the season of moisture. 


i ITew more important matters from a financial stand- 


point could come before the legislature. Ohio has a high- 
way building program comprising more than $40,000,000 
in the immediate future, and the question before the tax- 
jpayers and the people generally who use our highways 
is whether this money is to be expended upon our roads 
this year and the year following for the only purpose 
of having them immediately pounded to pieces and the 
money wasted by reason of no protection to the roads 
as Jias been the case in the past. 


On Tuesday there gathered at Columbus a group 


of 'men who were objecting to certain provisions of this 
bill. They appeared before the governor and requested 
the governor that he should veto it. 


It was stated that the number of men that were ex- 


pected to appear to appeal to the governor for this veto 
would number all the way from one thousand to ten 
thousand. The newspaper dispatches declared there 
were two hundred. As a matter of actual count by a man 
who was present, there were exactly 60 in the room at 
one time, but the number makes little difference after 
all if their cause is right. If there was only one man pro- 
testing against this bill, and he was right and the meas- 
ure was wrong, the bill should not become a law. 


Now, what are the provisions of this bill? 
This bill permits a load on a power machine of nor 


more than ten ton on the public highways of Ohio. This 
is a load of 20,000 pounds. Under the old law there was 
permitted a load of twelve tons, or 24,000 pounds. This 
is a reduction of two tons from the old law. 


There are thousands, if not hundreds of thousands 


of men in the state who believe that it is the load which 
primarily causes the damage to the public highways. 
These people wanted more drastic legislation than the 
reduction to ten tons, but they insist that it should at 
least be reduced to ten tons. This was one of the amend- 
ments that was put on in the house. In harmony with 
iHt provides further for a reduction in the weight allow- 
ed per inch on a tire from 800 to 650 pounds. 


These two provisions in the present bill limit, as we 


have said, the load. These provisions do not rule off the 
road any truck, ' automatically" as has been urged by 
those opposing the bill. 


A man with a track which weighs, without load, 


•five tons, can still carry a load in addition to the weight 
of his truck of five ton, under this bill. He cannot carry 
a load of seven or eight tons on his five ton track, as 
many of them are now doing. He is limited to the weight 
of five tons above the weight of his truck. If he has a 
truck of 3 1-2 tons, and he wants to put a load upon his 
truck of the difference between 3 1-2 tons and 10 tons, 
as far as the bill is concerned he can do it. 


The bill did not aim to preserve the truck from be- 


ing overloaded, but it aimed to preserve the highways 
from being overloaded. It was felt by those who pass- 
ed it that above ten tons would overload the highway. 


It has been urged that this will hurt light truck 


..traffic. Just how this traffic is to be injured the ob- 
jectors do not say, but they probably want to enlist the 
light traffic men on their behalf and think they can 
get them by misstating the facts. 


The bill further provides a limitation of the speed 


of trucks and limits them in proportion to their load. 
When the load is five tons and less, twenty-five miles 
per hour on pneumatic tires is permitted; but where if 
is over eight tons, it is limited to fifteen miles per hour. 
On other tires than pneumatic, the speed permitted is 
less than that of pneumatic tires. Again there are those 
who are actually declaring that the bill has no provision 


" in it which limits speed, and they declare they ar<> 
- against the bill because of the lack of this provision.

The important and main feature of the bill provides

ways is done when the frost is leaving the ground, and 
when the earth is loaded with moisture, then it is that 
a heavily laden truck passing over eveu the best highway 
does destructive work, and it is at this point where it is 
generally felt that restrictive legislation should be en- 
acted. 


It further provides that on highways that are not 


interstate and main market roads the county surveyor 
shall have power to limit the loads during these same 
seasons. For this, he does not require the consent of the 
state highway commissioner. 


Again this bill provides a penalty for the violation 


of the provisions of the act ranging from $25 to $1,000, 
and the county commissioners are further permitted to 
use such portion of the road funds as is necessary to pay 
a deputy therefor whose business it shall be to aid in 
enforcing this act. This bill no more than any other bill 
on any important question meets the full ideals of airy 
one who has made a particular study of protective legis- 
lation for highways. It is far different than the bill as 
introduced by the author originally but the bill as orig- 
inally introduced however, made a meeting ground for 
many minds, so as to make possible the hammering out 
of this present measure. 


The bill was not hastily thrown together as some 


allege. There were some amendments which the house 
placed upon it at the eleventh hour which were not fully 
considered, but these amendments strengthened the bill 
as a highway protective measure, though they did mili- 
tate against the heavy truckmen who desired to carry 
more than ten tons over the highway. 


We believe that this bill when enacted will protect 


the highways of Ohio to the extent of millions of dol- 
lars ; that the tax payers will be able to use their money 
more largely for extension and improving the highway* 
for a few years rather than simply spending their money 
for repairing it when it has been damaged by the terrific- 
ally heavy loads, and largely in the spring of the year.
